READ  WHAT  GEORGE  HAS  TO  SAY 

I  always  like  to  see  spring  come  around 
because  I  know  that  very  soon  I’ll  be  see¬ 
ing  my  old  friends  coming  back  in  to  see 
me  also  making  new  friends  and  customers. 

To  keep  up  with  the  big  boys  in  the 
seed  world  I  too  must  write  a  few  words 
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about  how  I  got  here  and  why.  For  the 
past  fifteen  years  I  have  mailed  out  seed 
catalogs.  Every  year  the  number  has  in¬ 
creased  until  last  year  the  number  reach¬ 
es  six  thousand  five  hundred.  Every  year 
I  have  written  something  about  my  life  and 
as  it  doesn’t  change  much  from  year  to 
year,  I  shall  have  to  repeat  some.  I  hope 
you  don’t  remember  what  I  wrote  last  year. 

I  was  bom  in  Marshall,  Wisconsin,  and 
moved  to  Marshall,  Minnesota,  when  I  was 
nineteen  years  old.  I  lived  on  my  folk’s 
farm  and  batched  for  eight  years.  I  really 
am  a  good  cook  but  don’t  let  my  wife  hear 
this  or  I’ll  have  two  jobs  instead  of  one. 

Like  all  good  men,  I  weakened  and  got 
myself  a  wife.  And  let  me  repeat  that  I 
have  heard  that  she  said  I  was  the  best 
man  that  she  ever  had.  That’s  something. 
We  remained  on  the  farm  for  seven  years. 

I  thought  that  I  could  better  myself  by 
moving  to  town  and  also  better  the  farm¬ 
ers’  crops  by  selling  them  good  seed.  I 
began  my  business  career  by  selling  seed 
com.  And  let  me  here  state  that  I  am  a 
very  pious  man  for  I  chose  the  old  Catholic 
church  for  my  place  of  business.  I  also 
bought  the  Evangelical  church  parsonage 
to  live  in. 

I  remained  in  the  church  for  two  years 
when  I  purchased  the  building  I  now  oc¬ 
cupy.  I  soon  began  dealing  in  other  farm 
seeds  and  every  year  since  I  have  added 
something  different. 
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Twelve  years  ago  I  added  a  most  im¬ 
portant  item.  Garden  seed.  I  had  dis¬ 
covered  that  what  this  community  needed 
was  fresh  garden  seed.  It  was  the  cus¬ 
tom  then  to  buy  all  the  garden  seed  in 
pretty  pictured  packages.  Perhaps  some 
of  this  seed  was  ten  years  old.  Who 
knows?  I  decided  that  the  people  didn’t 
need  the  pretty  packages  to  put  on  sticks 
and  decorate  their  gardens.  What  they 
'really  needed  was  more  and  fresher  seeds 
for  their  money. 

At  first  it  didn’t  sell  so  good  but  when 
it  started  to  go,  it  went  like  hot  cakes 
until  today  it  is  the  fastest  selling  item 
on  the  market. 

The  quality  of  our  frost  proof  cabbage 
plants  is  known  for  many  miles.  I  also 
handle  tomato  plants  and  sweet  potato 
plants.  If  you  haven’t  tried  them,  why 
don’t  you? 

I  think  that  the  sale  of  garden  seed  will 
be  on  the  increase  again  this  year  as  it  has 
been  in  the  past.  I  shall  again  carry  a  full 
line  of  all  field  seeds.  Why  not  make  this 
your  seed  market? 

Many  people  wonder  what  I  do  when 
the  seed  season  is  over.  For  the  past  four 
years  I  have  taken  the  family  and  gone  to 
Tepeeotah  resort  near  Tracy  and  parked 
them  in  a  cottage  for  two  months.  What? 
You  didn’t  know  I  had  a  family?  Well,  1 
should  say  so.  Twelve  children!  (Yes, 
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minus  nine).  Every  day  I  drove  back  and 
forth  from  the  lake.  There  isn't  much 
business  in  the  summer  but  I  like  to  be 
here  in  case  someone  should  come  in. 

In  the  fall  and  winter  I  take  in  sweet 
clover  and  alfalfa  to  be  cleaned.  I  have 
all  the  equipment  necessary  to  clean  youi 
seed.  Try  me! 

We  also  handle  chicken  feeds,  oystei 
shells,  and  mash. 

I  suppose  I  had  better  let  up  on  this 
story  before  you  begin  to  think  I  am  like 
Tom’s  mother-in-law  who  came  to  pay  a 
visit  at  Tom's  house.  She  was  a  very 
talkative  woman  as  most  of  them  are.  She 
was  treated  so  well  that  she  decided  to 
stay  a  year.  At  first  Tom  would  try  to 
say  a  few  things  but  she  would  always 
drown  him  out  so  he  gave  up  and  kept 
still.  When  she  finally  left,  little  Tommie, 
Jr.,  said,  “Say  dad,  what  was  that  you 
started  to  say  last  spring?”

Our  seed  all  comes  to  us  in  sealed 
and  branded  bags,  and  is  of  the  1st 
grade.  You  have  likely  been  hearing 
over  the  radio  about  the  cheap  seed 
you  can  buy.  If  you  have,  send  for 
sample  and  see  then  if  you  want  the 
grade  of  seed  advertised. 

Northern  Grown  Alfalfa 

This  does  not  need  any  explanation 
as  everybody  knows  how  good  it  is 
and  every  farm  should  have  a  few 
acres. 

Do  not  buy  Alfalfa  seed  that  is 
offered  cheap  as  it  may  be  southern 
grown  seed  which  is  always  cheaper 
than  northern  grown  seed.  The 
southern  grown  alfalfa,  grown  from 
this  seed  will  not  stand  our  cold  win¬ 
ters. 

This  year  the  Minnesota  law  says 
that  no  Grimm’s  Alfalfa  can  be  sold 
without  a  state  seal  so  do  not  be  mis- 
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led  by  buying  cheaper  seed  from 
some  other  state  that  does  not  have 
that  law.  Our  seed  is  the  blue  tag 
or  the  best  grade,  put  up  in  towel 
bags  30  and  60  pounds  each  and  the 
price  for  that  kind  of  Grimm’s  Al¬ 
falfa  is  per  lb. _ 23c
